W ILL STAND B Y T H E IR PROMISE 


The Chicago Herald keeps on insist* 
ing that the republican? are violating 
their pledges in regard to tariff reform. 
It also shows that Garfield and Arthur 
—the former while in congress and the 
later while president—were pronounced 
for a revision of the tariff. There is 
truth in that statement, but each of 
them qualified his advocacy of tariff re­ 
form by the poeition that a revision 
should not be so great as to interfere 
with tho prosperity of American indus­ 
tries, The opinions of Garfield and Ar­ 
thur are the opinions of President Har­ 
riet n. In his letter of acceptance last 
year, he said this:— 
We will revise the schedule, modify 
rates, but always with an intelligent pro­ 
vision as to the effect upon home pro­ 
duction and the wages of our working 
people. 
. . . Proper reduction of 
the revenue does not necessitate and 
should not suggest the abandonment or 
impairment of our protective system. 
This was the positioii'**of President 
Harrison last year, and he baa not aban­ 
doned it. 
And even Mr. Cleveland, in 
his message wherein he advocated free 
wool, went so far toward the doctrine o* 
Garfield and Arthur as to say: 
Belief from the hardships and dangers 
of onr present tariff laws should be de­ 
vised with especial precaution against 
imoeriling our manufacturing interests; 
* . 
. . The simple 
and plain duty 
which we owe to the people is to reduce 
taxation to the necessary expenses of an 
economical operation of the govern­ 
ment, and restore 
to 
the 
busi­ 
ness of the oonntry the money which we 
hold in the treasury through the provis­ 
ion of governmental powers. .These 
things can and should be done with 
safety to all our industries, without 
danger to the opportunity for remuner­ 
ative labor which our workingmen have, 
and with benefit to them and all other 
people* 
The republicans in the senate prepar­ 
ed a tariff bill founded on the positions 
held by Garfield, Arthur, Cleveland, and 
He 1 neon, but it met with the determin­ 
ed opposition of the democratic senators 
and of nearly all the democratic press. 
The prime feature of the bill was to re­ 
vise the tariff and to reduce the revenues 
snd cheapen wherever these ends coaid 
be attained without depriving heme cap­ 
ital and labor of adequate protection. 
If the Herald will keep its '.wits where 
they cen be utilized, it will remember 
that there is no material [difference be­ 
tween the recommendations of the re­ 
publican tariff commission of 1883, and 
the republican tariff bill last year, and 
Preeidf nt Harrison’s letter of acceptance. 
The Mills bill did not answer tho pur­ 
pose cf aa honest and fair revision of the 
tariff, because it was too sectional and 
too sweeping against northern indus­ 
tries. The republican fenate^bill aimed 
to revise the tariff with fairness to both 
section*, but the democrats would not 
acc pt it.

The people of the Uuited States will 
bear with deep regret the death of Hon. 
George H . Pendleton, whish took place 
at Brussels on Monday. 
Mr. Pendleton had been a conspicuous 
figure in American politics fcr many 
years. He began bis political life 
in Ohio, sod had been in the home 
representatives and in the senate. 
He 
was the democratic candidate for vice 
president in 1864. 
He was not what 
m ig h t be called a “ war democrat,’’ but 
while in congress he voted for nearly all 
the war. mesfcares of the government. 
He was a fine ^ scholar and a splendid 
speaker, and in all his public life showed 
that he bad heart and conscience. He 
was not a low partisan. Many times he 
rose tbove party, aud voted as bis best 
jidfnr- Lt dictated. He was the framer 
ut lhe present civil eervice law, and in 
troduced it in tho [senate in 1880, and 
succeeded in eecuring its passage in 1882 
When his term in the United States sen­ 
ate ended in lh85, he was appointed 
DGinietei to Geimaiy by Mr. Cleveland. 
He was a fine Getmen scholar, and be­ 
ing a gentleman cf spit did attainments, 
snd s state*man ct no ordinary ability, 
be wan well fitted for the German mis­ 
sion . In bis younger years he had travel­ 
ed much through Getmany on foot, and 
was therefore well acquainted with the 
country, and was altogether a worthy 
perecn to represent the United States in 
the German empire.

deemed certain by the comptroller that 
withdrawal of bonds beld in excess of the 
minimum requirements will continue so 
long as the present conditions exist, and 
it is asserted that legislation is necessary 
to prevent a contraction of tho volume 
of national-bank currency. 
In the opinion of tho comptroller tho laws 
governing national banks should be so 
amended as to produce the following modi­ 
fications: 
‘I. The minimum deposit of bonds to 
secure circulation should be fixed at IO per 
centum of capital in respect to associations 
having a capital of *300,OOO or less, and 
for all banks having a greater capital a 
minimum deposit of 
*30,000 in bonds 
should be required. 
Circulation should be issued to the 
par valuo of the bonds deposited. 
Femi-unuual duty on circulation 
should be so reduced as to oqual one- 
ourth cf I percent per annum .” 
It is held th at these changes in the law 
would do little more than save the nation­ 
al banks from loss on account of circula­ 
tion if the present premium on United 
States bonds is maintained. 
Taking as a 
basis of computation tho capital stock as 
it appears in the summary of reports for 
Sept. 39, 1889, tho present minimum of 
deposit of bonds is found to be *95,297,- 
283. 
If the law is amended as proposed, 
the minimum of bond deposit required 
will be reduced to *43,891,581, 
making 
possible a withdrawal of *51,405,702 in 
bonds, upon which is based *46,205.132 in 
circulating notes. 
It is asserted th at this 
Would greatly exceed the lim it of possible 
contraction, it being fair to presume, says 
thq comptroller, that tho banks now m ain­ 
taining a deposit in excess of legal require­ 
ments would not withdraw tho bondsjthus 
released. 
The comptroller says ho has avoided tho 
! discussion of tho various plans which have 
been suggested for substituting other se­ 
curities for United States bonds as a basis 
for circulation.

W a s h in g t o n . N ov. 26.—The annual re­ 
ports of a number or chiefs of divisions in 
the Postoffice 
Department were made 
public to-day. 
Superintendent Charles E. McDonald of 
the money order office says the money 
order system was nearly self-sustaining 
during the year, there being only a net 
loss of *8,128. 
Tho total gross revenue 
was *787,804. During tho year there were 
issued: 
Domestic money orders, IO.Ih0,- 
140, amounting 
to *115,081.845, a de­ 
crease of 170,933 and *4,567,219 in amount 
as compared with the previous year; inter 
national money orders, 824.427. amounting 
to *12,280, 516, an increase of 04.791 in 
number and *980,646 in amount; postal 
notes, 6,802.720, representing *12,032,190. 
Capt. N. M. Brooks, assistant superin­ 
tendent of foreign mails, reports that 
during the year there were dispatched by 
sea 084,131 pounds of letters and postal- 
cards and 3,428,721 pounds of other mail 
m atter, an increaso over the previous 
year of 39,518 pounds of letters and pos- 
tal-cards and 405,729 pounds of other 
m atter. 
The aggregate cost of the service 
was *687,512. 
The report calls attention 
to the insufficient service with Brazil. 
Judge James S. Tyner, the assistant 
attorney-general for the Postoffice depart­ 
ment, recommends a number of im portant 
changesjin the postal laws, the most radi­ 
cal one being in the law relating to ob­ 
scene newspapers and publications so as 
to bring all filthy and indecent publica­ 
tions found in tao mails (whether publish­ 
ed or pretended to be published in the in 
terest of science or not) within the scope 
of the law.

“In spite of tho shadow of tho mountain 
the whole place wore a glowing and a 
dusty look. 
The breaths of air that came 
off the land were utterly stifling, and no 
wonder, fcr La Guayra, owing to the 
radiation of that vast fire brick of heated 
rock, is one of the hottest places on the 
face of the wholo earth. 
“Where was the harbor? There is none 
only an open roadstead, wherein lay toss­ 
ing at anchor four or five vessels. 
A half 
■ mile to the eastward of the town, two or 
three hundred feet up the stoep mountain­ 
side, stood a large, low, long white honse, 
embosomed in trees and gardens. 
There 
I was no other house of similar size near by. 
There was no room for one. 
And was not 
that the royal flag of Spain that flaunted 
before it? That must be the Governor’s 
house, the abode of the Rose of Torridge.’’ 
This description of the hot and quaint 
old city La Guayra, Venezuela, 
says 
"William E. Curtis in the Chicago News, I 
have copied from one of the most re­ 
markable novels, “Westward Ho,” by the 
Rev. Charles Kingsley, and its description 
of life and scenery on the Spanish main 
are unsurpassed. 
La Guayra looks to­ 
day just as he pictures it to havo been 
in the time of Raleigh, in the reign of 
Queen Elizabeth, when he takes his hero, 
a brawny English lad, down there to res­ 
cue bis sweetheart, who has been courted 
and coaxed away from Devon by a Spanish 
cavalier, the Governor of Venezuela. The 
long low house is still a conspicuous land­ 
mark, only it is not so isolated, for tho 
town is larger now, and ha3 grown to­ 
ward it, and a church of modern con­ 
struction rises upon the breast of the hill. 
But the same gloomy fortresses remain, 
and they have been the prison of many a 
patriot 
in the 300 years of warfare 
Venezuela has suffered. 
The town has not only been tho subject 
of violent struggles between factions con­ 
tending for the control of the government, 
but during the centuries it was under 
Spanish control it was a favorite target 
for 
pirates, 
freebooters, and 
British 
fleets. 
It has been captured and looted 
again and again, for the fortresses that 
look so formidable sitting upon the clefts 
fiji the mountain side are perfectly harm­ 
less unless an assailant will be so consider­ 
ate as to remain within the narrow range 
of their guns. 
They can protect the ship­ 
ping in the harbor and a good portion of 
the town, but there is nothing to prevent 
a belligerent fleet landing its crew either 
to the east or to the west of them and at­ 
tacking their unprotected flanks. One can 
go ashore anywhere along the coast as 
easily as at the city of La Guayra, and it 
was only nineteen years ago that Gen. 
Guzman-Blanoo disembarked an army on 
the beach in plain sight of his enemies, 
who held the fortresses but were unable to 
turn their guns in his direction. 
The city owes its origin to a peculiar 
cause; a quarrel between one of the early 
Spanish governors and the inhabitants of 
a now defunct pueblo. 
Losado, who 
foun led Caracas in 1568, established a city 
on tho coast consiierably to the westward, 
which he called Caravalleda, and at his 
suggestion the Spanish cortes and the 
council of the Indies at Seville granted it 
numerous privileges and exemptions not 
enjoyed by other towns. 
For several 
years it was, therefore, the most prosper­ 
ous place in the whole colony, butin 1586, 
the governor, Don Luis de Rojas, a man 
of despotic disposition, established certain 
regulations which the citizens refused to 
tolerate. 
Rather than submit to his exac­ 
tions they abandoned their homes in a 
body and moved to the present location of 
La Guayra, leaving the tyrant with no 
subjects to rule. 
There is a fine market house, a numher 
of good churches, an indifferent hotel, and 
several narrow streets upon which the 
shops and warehouses open. 
But the most 
notable characteristic of La Guayra, and 
that by which it will be longest remem­ 
bered, is the odors. 
There is no other 
place upon the wide earth where one can 
find so great a variety of smells, with the 
same intensity, and their vileness sur­ 
passes their numbers and their force. The 
swelterihg heat, which never varies in 
darkness or in daylight, but remains about 
IOO Fahrenheit from one year's end to tho 
other, causes decay in everything animal 
and vegetable, and the odor never leaves 
the air. One would expect the atmosphere 
would cool off at sunset or when a shower 
falls, but it isn’t so. 
I sat perspiring in 
the American consulate one morning and 
listened to an animated argument between 
two old residents, one of whom held that 
it was always hotter when it rained be- , 
cause of the steam created by the water I 
failing upon tho glowing earth and rocks; ■ 
And the other claimed that it was hotter 
after nightfall than during the sunny 
hours of the day because the heat radiated 
from the rocky precipices of the mountain 
was more intense than the direct rays of 
the sun. 
The population of La Guayra is com­ 
posed exclusively of laboring people and 
men whose business re^uli%S them to re­ 
side there. 
Nobody of sound mind ever 
selected it as a place of residence, and 
everyone gets away as soon a3 he can. 
But it is said to be a healthful place, tho 
rate of morality being comparatively low, 
and the inhabitants have their social en­ 
joyments and amusements 
Uke 
their 
neighbors in more comfortable locations. 
There is a theatre seating 1,000 or more 
people, and a bull ring sitting on stilts on 
the mountain side, in which the inhabi­ 
tants up to a recent date have been accus­ 
tomed to gather every SnndayjEafternoon 


delectable sport wnich'has disgraced' and I 
degraded the Spanish race. 
But bull { 
fighting of late has been prohibited by the i T,ie 
government. 
> 
There have been many improvements at I 
A 
La Guayra since I last visited the place in 
1885, and the greatest is the construction 
of a breakwater, by means of which the 
mighty surf 
that 
incessantly breaks 
against the base of the mountain is broken, 
and passengers who arrive by steamer 
can now land with some degree of com­ 
fort. 
Formerly they were compelled to 
leave the steamer in lighters, which wore 
run through the surf by gangs of naked 
men, howling like savages. 
The construc­ 
tion of piers has increased the business of 
the port immensely, and when they are 
completed according to the plan vessels 
?an moor at the docks as they do in fully 
civilized lands. 
At the foot of the pier is a park of 
mango and palm trees, sheltering a foun­ 
tain and statue. 
Behind it is a monstrous 
fortress-like structure which has served 
for many years as a custom house. 
The 
walls are five feet thick, bomb and earth­ 
quake proof, and they have many a time 
resisted both these destructives 
Like all 
the business houses as well as the resi­ 
dences of the place it is built in the old 
Spanish style, surrounding a court yard, 
which is reached through an arched gate­ 
way, the only entrance to the building. 
The rooms upon the ground floor are used 
for storage, and all imported merchandise 
is brought here on tram cars from the 
docks to bo opened and examined. 
A 
grand staircase leads to a wide balcony, 
from which are reached the upper rooms, 
used for the accommodation of the collect­ 
or, his deputies, and his clerks. 
Tho 
former usually resides in the building, 
and there is a handsomely furnished suite 
of rooms set apart for tho accommodation 
of the President or any other high official 
who may be detained at La Guayra over 
night. 
This building has been the bone of con­ 
tention 
between the 
rival parties in 
Venezuela ever since the separation of the 
republic from Spain, for the revenues 
from customs at the port of La Guayra 
are the principal sustenance of the govern­ 
ment. and the faction that collects them 
has the sinews of war. 
Everything is 
taxed, both exports and imports, and the 
tariff is for revenue only. 
Every passen­ 
ger who lands or leaves has to pay tribute, 
not only upon the merchandise he brings 
with him, but in the form of head money 
for a permit, without which he is not per­ 
mitted to take the railroad to Caracas or 
go aboard the steamer. 
There is very little crime in Venezuela, 
and the business of the courts is almost 
exclusively to try civil causes and cases of 
assault. 
Embezzlements and robbery are 
almost unknown, and locks are practically 
useless, for if a man should rob his neigh­ 
bor’s house he would be certain of detac­ 
tion, and it would be impossible for him 
to leave the country with his booty. 
In 
one of the large mercantile establishments 
which might bo named it is the custom to 
keep on hand several hundred thousand 
dollars in gold and silver currency to pay 
for produce, and it is stored in old-fashion­ 
ed safes that any ordinary man might 
easily open with a crowbar. 
No watch­ 
man is employed, the building is entirely 
unprotected, but, although 
this 
vast 
amount of money has been kept habitually 
in the office, and people generally know 
it is there, no attempt at robbery has ever 
been attempted and none is anticipated. 
Millions of dollars of coin ore transported 
about the country annually upon the 
backs of donkeys and in ox-carts, with no 
guard but the ignorant peons who own 
and drive them, and at night those pre­ 
cious fcargoes stand in the open air, but a 
dollar has never been stolen. 
Tho peons 
would not know what to do with the 
money if they did steal it, and there is no 
fear of their doing so.

W h e a t D e al P ris o n e r B ra v e ly U n­ 
d e rg o in g H is S entence, 
well-known Cincinnatian had the 
pleasure of a half hour’s chat with E. 
L. Harper at the Ohio “pen” yesterday. 
He is, as is understood, assigned to 
clerical duty in the prison, and his 
work-room looks out upon a pleasant 
quadrangle with a pretty fountain, few 
flowering plants, and the words, iii 
whitewash, “Ohio Penitentiary,” drag­ 
ging their hideous length across the 
emerald turf. 
Harper came down into the little re­ 
ception-room—some oil paintings upon 
the walls add to the horrors of imprison­ 
ment—with not a little of his old eager­ 
ness. He is tho same splendid speci­ 
men of physical manhood that he was 
two years ago, when he was a prince 
in the world of speculation, and tho 
“street” watched to see if he held his 
thumbs up or down and did likewise. 
He wore his suit of brown and black 
striped woolen as nattily as he would 
a tenuis blazer, the high-cut vest fram­ 
ing a light four-in-hand tie. 
His eye is clear, his hair black and 
glossy, and bis face singularly free 
from any expression of care or worry. 
It is not dogged and not resigned, but 
the face of a man who shuts his teeth 
close aud bides his time. His manner 
has much of its old-time cordiality, 
and the only trace of nervousness about 
bim is shown in his way of clasping his 
big white hands, the nails of which 
are pink as a girl’s and as beautifully 
kept. 
In reply to the question. How do 
you stand it? he answered, “All right. 
Fortunately I have the physique to 
stand it, and I hope never to see Means 
or De Camp here; they would be dead 
in three months. 
It is an awful life 
I maintain I am innocent of any crimi­ 
nal intent. I only did what a half doz­ 
en other banks were doing then, are 
doing now, and have been doing since 
they were chartered. If all the bank 
officers who were in tho same Iniat 
with me were here there would be no 
ack of congenial society. 
I should 
particularly enjoy Joseph Wilshire’s 
presence. 
The people here treat me well,” he 
said. “They don’t bother me.

days go well” [here he looked up at the 
jlue sky and the row of barred win­ 
dows across the quadrangle, and there 
was a more than suspicion of moisture 
in his black eyes], “but the nights are 
very, very trying.” 


STREET IN LA OU A VRA. 
In the mining districts the bullion is sent 
to the seaports in a similar way, and 
thousands of dollars is moving constantly. 
There is but one instance within tho recol­ 
lection of the oldest inhabitant in which it 
has been disturbed. 
That happened some 
years ago whon 
an 
unusually 
largo 
amount was in transit from the famous 
Callao mine in tho Guayana country to tile 
steamboat landing on the Orinoco river. 
A Yankee adventurer with several rascals 
of his own stripe concluded they would 
take the short road to wealth, and met 
the treasure train in a convenient locality, 
The peons in charge of it were unarmed 
and offered no resistance. 
In fact, they 
were paralyzed with amazement that any 
one should dare to interfere with them, so 
the thieves were permitted to have their 
own way. 
But they could not travel fast 
with their heavy plunder and were easily 
overtaken by the police, who simplified 
and shortened matters by shooting them 
down in their tracks and leaving their 
bodies by the roadside for the vultures to 
fatten upon. 
Nor is there ever any danger of travelers 
on the highways, as is the case in Mexico, 
Chili, and some other of the Latin -Amen 
can countries. 
It is not uncommon to 
meet a drunken and quarrelsome fellow on 
the road, and it is safer to keep out of his 
reach, but he will do nobody injury ex­ 
cept when interfered with, and 
when 
drunk the Venezuelan peon is more apt to 
trouble you with demonstrations of his 
affections and regard than in any other 
manner. 
There is comparatively little 'drunk©,, 
ness among the people. 
They have lign, 
native liquors mado of fruits and the juice 
of the sugarcane, which intoxicate easily, 
but when the fumas of the alcohol have 
left the brain there is no serious effect, as 
there is from brandies and other strong 
drink. 
Among the upper classes there 
are wild fellows, who drink too much, of 
course, bu* few countries are so free from 
internperonco as Venezuela.

AN INTEBFSIING PAPER IN THE DECEMBER

The Hon. Edward J . Phelps, ex-min­ 
ister to Englan I and lecturer on law at 
Yale, baa turned his attention to the 
subject of Divorce in the United States, 
with an effort to discover a practical 
means of lessening the evil. How great 
that evil is may be reen at a glance from 
the fact that daring the last twenty years 
more than 500,000 divorces have been 
granted, whereas, during the preceding 
twenty years, only a few more than 325,- 
000 were granted. This rapid increase 
is the main fact which has directed the 
attention both of sooial and legal reform­ 
ers to the subject. Mr. Phelps treats it 
from a practical, legal point of view, and 
considers the [means whereby the law 
may be best need as a preventive. 
□A uniform divorce Jaw in all the states 
he regards as impossible ever to [obtain, 
and his view of the federal constitution 
Is that it woald be illegal tor the United 
States to enact a law on this subject 
this being a matter which falls within 
state jurisdiction. He addresses him­ 
self, lh*refers, to state laws; anc, after a 
discussion of the main features of a1] 
these laws, reaches t.e conclusion [that 
the remedy will be found in a prohibi­ 
tion of marriage by either divorced party 
so long as the other lives. 
He shows 
historically, that it is the liberty to marry 
again that has caused such an increase 
n divorces; and he conclude ) that it is 
ithe desire for another marriage alliance 
that is the main canso cf most separa­ 
tions between husbands and wives. Mr 
Phelps contributes this stndy ofthetub- 
jeot to The Forum, and ic appears in the 
December number.

I have made 
over fifty calls on tho. poor in the psst 
year and|althongh oar.working visitors 
have not kept a s strict account of their 
o&lls, I should jadge they had each made 
as many, if not more. 
Our calls have

friendly visits to carry comfort and sym­ 
pathy. This part of our work I consider 
very important, and if it was done thor­ 
oughly in eaoh ward, there would be 
plenty of work for our fall corps of vis­ 
itors. We find quite a number of those 
we visit unworthy; 
that is, with no

and

of

Suoh people have generally, young de­ 
fenceless children depending upon toe rn 
and it is to such families that visitors, 
with an earnest desire to do good, coaid 
accomplish a great deal in the way of ad­ 
vice and teaching them [better ways of 
managing the poor, from long continued 
privation, beoome discouraged [and the 
advent 
in 
their 
wretched 
hone se 
of 
a 
kind, sympathetic 
friend 
will often rouse them 
to renewed 
energy. The tendency of extreme pov­ 
erty is to degrade, and the visitor mutt 
not lose ber courage if she meets with 
what seems an utter lack of moral seise, 
If she is faithful and thorough aud tries to 
make allowanue for this hardened con­ 
dition, in the end the happiest results 
may often 
be accomplished. 
We 
have tried to carry a little cheer to 
our poor on Thanksgiving and Christ­ 
mas, and it bas always been received 
with mnob grati'ude. As far as possible 
we try to help the poor to help them” 
selves. A widow in poor health, with 
two little children dependent upon her, 
was enabled to become self-snpporting 
through the year by renting rooms, we 
helping ber with the furnishing. A num­ 
ber 
of persons have 
been supplied 
with 
clothing from 
the 
room<>; 
about eight haye received appropriations 
from the association. The collecting in 
the first ward was not done as thorough­ 
ly as it ought to have been done, owing 
to my being unable to attend to it. I feel 
that enough bas been nocomplished iii 
relieving the sick and suffering of the 
first ward to urge us to go on with re­ 
newed zeal, trusting that the future may 
enocarage us even m on than the past*
